It may be all right to "visit" witli i!ie doctor in 
normal times — it is definitely a bad practice now. 

The st;uulard< of American medical care are the 
highest in the world. Dnrliig the war, with millions of 
people working at ardiions ialior, every possible nieatis 
of guarding and maintaining fhese stanrlard?- nuist be 
used. And yuu can be certain tiiat the doctors will do 
their part. They will willingly work lonijcr and li.irder. 
They won't .--pure themselves. Tlicy know better than any- 
one else that tlie iircsesvatiou of civilian health U. abso- 
lutely vital to the war effort.

Women on trucks in X'ew Jersey are collecting scrap 
from door to door. lAIovie managers in a dozen .states are 
offering free tickets for scrap iron and rubber a/iul collect- 
ing them by the carload. In .Michigan one small town 
collected 1,54 tons of scrap rubher — three tJmos its quota 
of 5 pounds per .person. In .Maine I)oy and girl .scouts 
work witli trucks scouring llieir neigUborlioods for irot:, 
steel and rubber scrap. 

In Loui.siana, Wisconsin, Connecticut, Alabama, Illi- 
nois, \'irginia and every other state in the union, air ward- 
ens are worki;:g on this huge national scrap drive, '.Minute 
Men. The American Legion, The Kotary Clubs, and nil 
other civil groups — all are working from early to late 
to gather in every pound of scrap metcrial they can by 
thrir hanils on. 

These lo.val .-Vmericans. these vohmteers who answer 
every call lo the colors are fired witli tlic same .spirit of 
determination that inspired our forefathers who founded 
this country and who have been tighting^ to defend its 
freedoms ever since. Tiicy are the ones who can be 
counteil on -llii any emergency — not to do only what they 
tin'nk tliey have to do to "get by" tuit everything t!u-\' 
cajii do to help their country.

Food Abundant, 
Wickard Says 

Crops Are So Good We and 

Allies Can Get Along 
; With Few Curbs. 



WASHINGTON. — With another 
year of record food production in 
sight, the United States should be 
able to feed her Allies and herself 
with rationing in only a few excep- 
tional cases, Secretary Wickard said 
nflor the first meeting of the new 
food requirements committee. 

The nine-man committee heard 
from Chairman Wickard a depart- 
mental crop report indicating ample 
Bupplies, and was assured that mili- 
tary needs would be considered first 
in their apportionment. 

At a prc^s conference later Secre- 
tary V/Iclrnrd said the committee 
had diseuF.ipd how army, navy, 
lonse-Icnd and civilian representa- 
tives might be brought together so 
that Die farmers cculd be told how 
much to produce and the War Pro- 
duction board informed hew much 
material v."0uld be needed to proce::3, 
store and ship the crops. There 
would have to be a compromise be- 
tween their respective wants, said 
Mr. Wickard, but he believed that 
by working together the food prob- 
lem could be met with "minimum 
sacrifice" to all concerned. 

Hopes to Avoid Rationsn;;. 

"I hope rationing can bo avoided 
with very few exceptions," he said. 
**I believe we are going to have an- 
other year of record-breaking pro- 
duction. Cheese production has been 
stepped up almost 50 per cent over 
a year ago. There is a plentiful sup- 
ply now for the British and our- 
selves. 

"As for meat rationing, I don't 
believe it will be necessary to ration 
pork. Occasionally some bu'cher 
shop may not hove every kind of 
pork customers v;ill like. But we 
are going to have 10,000,000 more 
hogs coming to market this year 
than ever before. 

"We are worrying about it. We 
ore asking the farmers to ship them 
early. The time may come this year 
when a farmer wiH have to get a 
permit to ship his hogs. Any short- 
age of pork will only bo temporary 
and meanwhile we will have plenti- 
ful supplies of beef, lamb, poultry 
and eggs, all the high-protein 
foods." 

Mr. Wickard said his department 
was studying the dehydration of pork 
and beef to permit sliipping econo- 
mies. 

As to wheat, the secretary re- 
minded reporlors that there was an 
enormous crop in prospect to be add- 
ed to a huge carryover. If it were 
not for the fact that the law did not 
permit wheat allotments totaling 
less than 55,000,000 acres, the de- 
partment would allot only 21,000.000 
acres next year. 

Sugar Supply Low. 

Asked whether sugar rationing 
was still necessary, the secretary 
said that it would not be if there 
were shipping enough to bring avail- 
able supplies from Cuba and else- 
where, but "you don't want to scrape 
the cupboard bare when you don't 
Irnow what the shipping situation 
may be." 

He referred to a department of 
agriculture report on the world sug- 
cr situation issued recently. Accord- 
ing to this, the world supply this 
year is 3,500,000 tons smaller than 
last. The supply of sugar in near- 
by, ofT-.'^hore producing areas was 
larger this year than in VM\, but 
"because of the marine shipping sit- 
uation, lend-lease needs and difli- 
culties in continental rail transport, 
the quantity of sugar for use within 
the continental United States is ex- 
pected to be the smallest in years." 

Mr. Wickard said he hoped that the 
food program would involve a mini- 
mum interference with the normal 
distribution channels in the United 
States.

Besides providing ample utility 
and protective space, the new low- 
boy, lijghboy and console styles offer 
unlimited decorative appeal. For 
instance, the chests with somewhat 
of an Italian design have a rich 
distinguished appearance when 
placed in front of a tapestry hung 
from the wall. Or a pair of heavy 
candlesticks and a fruit howl may 
more suitably fit in with the decora- 
tive scheme you have in mind. 

In new modern homes, with ac- 
cent on white enameled woodwork 
and highly waxed floors, cedar 
chests with the popular bleached 
mahogany exterior strik.e the ri^ht 
note for a gay, cheerful entrance. 
Decoralh'e motif on lop of such a 
chest could be fern or cacti gar- 
dens, in season, or informal bou- 
quets of seasonal fiowers: your own 
would be lovely, If you have a 
garden.

! NEW YORK—There is no reason 
.why hikers who get lost in the for- 
est wilds, or even deserts, of the 
;United States should starve to death 
.^provided they, or even one of a 
group, are equipped with a working 
knowledge of botany. Forsthere are 
no fewer than 3,500 different species 
of plants and grasses used by the 
Indians years ago, with more than 
half of this number of edible vari- 
ety. 

Vegetables, grains, fruits and sea- 
sonings are to be found in the wild 
and were obtained by the North 
American natives, writes Marian A. 
and G. L. Wittrock in the Journal 
of the New York Botanical Garden. 
Dependent to a large extent on the 
plants that could be gathered, the 
Indian found many to satisfy his 
palate, and those same plants are 
growing in North America today.

Indians ate the 
nuts of more than 40 species of 
trees and sITVubs, as well as the nut- 
like seed of the water chinkapin, or 
American lotus. 

Fruits are another source of food 
in the wilds. The Indians enjoyed 
fresh berries and berrylike fruits 
from at least 278 species of plants 
tliat occur in the United States. 
Many species of flowers, too, were 
consumed. A number are grown in 
vegetable gardens today. They are 
all of Eurasian origin; cauliflower, 
broccoli and artichoke, of which we 
eat the bracts of the flower in the 
"bud stage. The Indians, however, 
ate raw the flowers of 24 species of 
wild plants, boiled the flowers of 
many others; fried the flowers of 
the red-bud; boiled the buds of the 
■common milkweed and cooked as 
pot-herbs the inflorescence of 15 oth- 
er species in the bud stage. 

It seems that anything green, ten- 
der and not too flbrous was used. 
More than a dozen different kinds of 
leaves were eaten raw. 

Wild rice, restricted in Its distri- 
"bution, was known to only a limited 
number of tribes.

Learns Value of Ferns., 

The white man is just beginning 
to learn the food value of the ferns, 
of which the Indians used at least 
20 species. ySome of these now arc 
being served in restaurants on the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts and at 
least one kind is being commercially 
canned. The outstanding fern plant 
used as food by the Indians was 
the common brake or broken. The 
rhizome was utilized, its bark being 
removed and white heart roasted. 
Though it resembles the dough of 
wheat, its taste is too pungent for 
jnost white people. The Indians, 
however, relished this nutritious 
food, particularly in the Northwest. 
Tile intermediate port of the frond 
in the early spring is delicious and 
when properly prepared suggests 
asparagus shoots. 

So sustenance con be found in the 
woods and fields. There is food also 
in the prairies and along the shores 
of lakes and rivers, in pools, oven in 
margins of deserts. These native 
foods are not recommended as sta- 
ple articles of diet but they provide 
a source of food in an emergency.

Feed Pullets Mash 

After pullets on range are 10 or 12 
weeks old, they should be fed a mash 
designed primarily for laying birds, 
supplemented with all the grain they 
desire to eat. This recommenda-

Alfalfa 

Although alfalfa is a fairlj* recent 
arrival in the fields uf the United 
States and Canada, il is one of the 
oldest crops known to man and 
fiuurishid in Asia and Europe for 
centuries. For the last 20 years. 
rnir farmers have given it great 
pnfcn-nce Jir.d the acreage has 
nt-.-irly doubted. 

Beini; especially rich in vitamins, 
it seems to i>trei good possibilities 
for indu.stnal u:;trs, A pilot plant is 
KfHin lo be 501 up to extract pig- 
menls from dried alfalfa leaves. 
These will be i:scd in coloring soaj^s 
and foods and ' In preparing medi- 
cines. 

S-nne experiments al.Mi have been 
made in exlracllng alfalfa juice for 
hun,tnn consumption so it n-.ay son:r- 
time appear on our breakfast labU;s. 
At Michigan .State college, scien- 
tist.'-- iiave btrn woilcing on t!ie prob- 
lem on tr.aking plaMios out of al- 
falfa in the same way that soybeans 
are utilized. 

At present, the chief industrial 
■product IS alfalJa m.eal which is 
merely hay ground into coarse par- 
ticles which can be fed to animals 
without loss, and can be shipped 
more cheaply than baled hay. It 
can be used in m.ixed feeds for such 
small animals as rabbits and poul- 
try. Sonu' of the meal in refined 
form has been used in breakfast 
foods for humans and experunenls 
luive been made to add carotene 
extraction to tonics and candy.

JACOB SEEKS GOD'S HELP 

LESSON TEXT— Genesis 32:2-12, 27-29. 

GOLDEN TEXT— God Is our rclugc ond 
ttrcnglh, a very present help In trouble— 
Fialm 46:1. 



*'0 God, our help In Qgcs past. 
Our hope for years to come, 
' Our shelter from the stormy blast, 

And our eternal home." 

— Isaac Watts. 

How true it is that "God is our 
refuge and strength, a very present 
help in trouble." Jacob found it so, 
even though his trouble came upon 
him because of his own misdeeds. 

God had prospered him at Haran, 
but in due time he was led by cir- 
cumstance and by direct guidance 
to return to his own land (Gen. 
31:1-3). Hindrances arose, but Jacob 
pressed on. As he came toward 
home, however, he recalled the sin 
which had caused him to flee. He 
remembered now how he had de- 
frauded Esau and this 

I. Guilt Brought Fear (vv. 2-8). 
It always does. The sinful act of 

20 years before now faced Jacob. Ho 
had left it behind and had all but 
forgotten it. He had hoped that the 
years would cover it, but they did 
not — and tliey never do. 

"Be sure your sin will find you 
out" (Num. 32:23)— perhaps not this 
week or this year, or next; but un- 
til it is dealt with and forgiven It is 
there to rise up and plague you 
sooner or later. 

Jacob's fear was increased by 
hearing that Esau came out to meet 
him with 400 men. Ho tried by, his 
own devices to meet the situation, 
but ultimately realized that his pre- 
dicament had reached the point 
whore only God could help him. 

How like us, trying everything else 
until we realize its futility, and then 
turning to God, How delightfully 
simplified life becomes when we 
turn to God first. Yet we are glad 
that Jacob's 

II. Fear Brought Prayer (vv. 9- 
12). 

It was real prayer, loo, although, 
as W, H. Grimih Thomas suggests, 
it is strange that after his blessed 
personal experience with God he ad- 
dressed Him only as the God of his 
fathers and not his own God (v. 0). 
Then, too, his faith seemed a bit 
weak, for it was coupled with great 
fear (v. II). 

We are told that fear is not a 
proper motive for turning men to 
God. Perhaps it is not the highest 
motive, but both In Scripture and 
in experience we find it to be true 
thai fear often leads men to God in 
real repentance and faith. If the 
goodness and grace of God do not 
toucli mnn'.s heart, il is assuredly 
far better that he should be saved 
through fear than to be eternally 
lost. 

.Jacob, however, needed a further 
experience of dependence upon God 
before lie could be brought back in 
peace into the land. Ho was led 
to send everj-one away so that he 
was alone when the Lord dealt with 
him and 

III. Prayer Brought Blessing (vv. 

27-20). 

Jacob, who had by deceit taken 
the promise from Esau Instead of 
awaiting God's lime to give it to 
him, was now about to attempt an- 
other skillful scheme which would 
have won over Esau and sent Jacob 
into his land glorying in his own 
ability. In spite of all God's deal- 
ings wilh him, he was still Jacob 
the supplanlcr. So God had to deal 
with him. 

\Vc sometimes think of the grace 
of God only as that which brings us 
blt^ssing and joy, but often God is 
being most gracious and consider- 
ate of our real need by sending op- 
position and hardship. 

The divine visitor let Jacob strug- 
gle all night, giving him a chance to 
submit of his own will; but when It 
was evident that ho would not, he 
was shown that his own strength 
would not do, for ho was made lame 
(V. 25). 

The very thing which made Jacob 
sure of his own strength became 
his weakest point at the touch of 
God. He was not the lost one to 
learn tiiat lesson. 

The comment of F. B. Meyer on 
this entire scene is most helpful: 
"Note that Jacob did not lay hold of 
this visitor, but the visitor lay hold 
of him. This is not a picture of a 
man coming to God, to wrestle with. 
God in prayer, but a record of God 
coming to man, to break the spirit 
of stubbornness and solf-sufllciency 
which a particular man has for too 
long a time habitually manifested. 
All niglit these two wrestled, the 
one from lieaven and the one of 
earth, and when, at the dawn of 
day, Jacob saw that he could not 
prevail against the man, in his ex- 
haustion arid weariness he suddenly 
felt the touch of the stranger's hand 
on his thigh. Immediately liis thigh 
was out of joint, rendering him ab- 
Eolutely helpless. But now Jacob 
realized that the one with whom he 
had wrestled nil night was a divine 
person; and, whereas early in the 
night he was held in the grip of 
the other, now he refused to release 
his grasp of the visitor until he re- 
ceived a blessing from him."

Potato Breeders 
Make Te&t Plantings 

Diseusc-Frec Potatoes 
Only Control of Ring Rot 



How new knowledge of plant sci- 
ence can lift some of the load from 
the mind of a worried farmer is 
illustrated by results of tost plant- 
tings reported by potato breeders of 
the U. S. department of agriculture. 

Ring rot is a serious potato dis- 
ease. II appeared in Canada in 1931, 
in Maine in 1032, and spread rapidly 
causing i-erious crop losses. The 
only oiToclive control is to plant 
nothing bul disease-free seed pota- 
toes. Traces of the disease in seed 
slock are di(Ilciilt to delect and may 
lead to serious losses. Ring rot has 
been reported from 37 slates, 

ir scientific knowledge had not 
advanced in V.ic last 100 years, 
says Dr. It. M, Salter, chief of 
the bureau of plant industry, 
the potato industry and the 
country Bcncrally might well 
worry over the possibility of a 
potato famine such as Ireland 
had in the Hungry Forties. 

Potato specialists do not know of 
a gold commercial variety that will 
grow in spite of ring rot. But au- 
thors of the article report a trial of 
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"Come on out, guys and gals, see 
what's coohin'," says this newly 
hatched chick waiting for pals. 



54 varieties ai'lincii'.lly inoculated to 
insure a Ihoroufih tost. Nearly all 
wore severely di'jeasod, but a pre- 
cious few came through uninjured. 

Various Spuds Tested. 

These iitcludo two imported varie- 
ties "not commercially promising" 
and several seedlings. Ilalf the hy- 
brids of the cross between "Presi- 
dent"— imported from England — 
and the valuable American variety, 
Katahdin, showed no infection. Sev- 
eral other seedlings showed signs of 
resistance. 

These tests indicate that resist- 
ance to ring rot can be inlioritcd 
by the potato. The "President" va- 
riety is not commercially valuable, 
but from a breeding standpoint It 
looks to bo almost priceless. Based 
on those tests and their experience 
it should not be very diHicuU to 
produce varieties resistant to ring 
rot wilh good commercial qualities.

And stairways be kept clear of 
toys, tools, and boxes. The an- 
nual cost of far:n and rural fires 
is $200.000. IW. Tlien. too, besides 
this property damage, 3.500 lives 
are lost in tlie.se fires. 
To combat this menace: 
Every open fireplace be 
equipped wilh a screen. 

Kellles, pails, and tubs of hot 
liquids be kept off tlie fioor. 

House dry cleaning be done out- 
of-doors. 

Matches bo kept away from 
children. 

And saucepan handles bo kept 
nway frt.*n the edges of stoves 
and tables. 

Cuts, bruises, and infections 
should never be regard(«i as mi- 
nor, as people have died as a re- 
sult of a scratcli becoming in- 
fected.

Lainli I'^illcniiig Tests 

In an effort to help slieepmen find 
ways to fallen lambs by adding 
protein lo rations, the Cornell uni-j 
versity agricultural experiment sta- 1 
tion tested seven "protein supple- 
ments" on lambs. Each lamb re- 
ceived, in addition to the particu- 
lar proluin-rich feed tested, a stand- 
ard ration of shelled corn, corn si- 
lage, ground limestone and salt. 

The Iambs fed linseed meal in 
the ration had boiler appetites than 
did those fed the other supplements, 
wliich included soybean oil meal, 
whole soybeans, corn glulon meal, 
distillers' corn dried grain, brewers' 
dried grains, and urea. 

Averaging the two exporimcnls. 
the feeding value was slightly the 
highest for wliole soybeans, followed 
by soybean oil meal, corn gluten 
meal, and linseed meal. 

Wheat Poultry Ration 

Dushcl for bushel, wheat is the 
cheapest ingredient in the poultry ra- 
tion today and more and more poul- 
Irymcn arc feeding wheat. 

The reason wheat is so che.ip at 
the present time is that the U. S de- 
partment of agriculture is puttin[' 
about 100 million busliels of wheal 
on the market. This was done to 
help livestock, dairy, and poultry 
producers use this wheat for feed 
and nttnm Food for Freedom pro 
duction goals. '
